Water Litigation Lawyer 
Named for Sierra Madre 


’The City Council this week 
hired a water attorney to han¬ 
dle future water problems and 
litigation. 

Named on a "part time” basis 
was Kenneth K. Wright of Los 
Angeles, a specialist on ripar¬ 
ian rights. He will be paid by' 
the city only when handling 
water litigation for Sierra Mad¬ 
re. 

Wright at the present time is 
retained by Sierra Madre and 
other cities in the Pasadena- 
Mlchigan Water Company legal 
tangle over water rights in the 
Raymond Basin. 

The Council, during its ab¬ 
breviated S a t u r day morning 
meeting, also authorized an in¬ 
crease In fire insurance cover¬ 
age for city property. 

The insurance coverage will 
be increased from $120 900 to 
$228,942. It represents protec¬ 
tion to 90 per cent of the ap¬ 
praised value of insurable city 
property. 

The Council also tran,=ferred 
from the water fund $7077.50 
to the interest and sinking fund 
to cover outstanding water bond 
commitments. 

New Contract 
For Rubbish 
In Effect 

The city contract with Ben 
Kazarian for burnable rubbish 
pickup throughout the city be¬ 
came effective yesterday, re¬ 
ported H. W. Brod. water and 
streets superintendent. 

This contract does not mate¬ 
rially affect the pickup of burn¬ 
able rubbish. 

The days for pickup remain 
the same for present, Brod stat¬ 
ed. Collection of trimmings and 
other trash in the area East of 
Baldwin will begin on the first 
Wednesday of each month. Col¬ 
lection in the area West of 
Baldwin will begin the last 
Wednesday of each month. This 
.schedule is the same as has 
been used. Householders will be 
notified if and when any 
change is made, 

Kazarian will pick up 2 cubic 
yards of burnable trash each 
collection. This is the same 
amount as accepted previously. 
Anything over and above this 
quantity will be collected if a 
contract or agreement is made 
between the rubbish company 
and the householder. 

The Kazarian trucks will also 
collect non-burnable trash and 
rubbish if the householder con¬ 
tracts with the company for this 
service. 

There will be a reasonable 
fee for these added services. 

'The collection of garbage and 
tin cans, bottles and crockery 
is not affected by the new con¬ 
tract. Pickup on these remains 
the same as has been in effect.

The camera will be carried 
readily available in the squad 
car. Every police officer will be 
taught to use it and to develop 
and print his own work. 

Instructions to the officers 
will be given by Rudolph Han- 
man, one of Sierra Madre’s best 
amateur photographers and 
film experimenters. Hartman’s 
darkroom will be used for the 
present time.

The United States Forest Serv¬ 
ice’s appeal for volunteer fire 
fighters in the Mt. B.ildy area 
brought out 23 Sierra Madre. 
Nationai Guardsmen last Sat¬ 
urday. 

Under the direction of Capt. 
Sanford Ullman the men were 
recruited and organized into a 
working party in le.« than one 
and a half hours. 

The group traveled from Si¬ 
erra Madre to Monrovia in 
Guard trucks, then to Camp 
Baidy Saturday afternoon.

Distress in China Told 
To S. M. Church Group 


Mrs. .1. Earl Gossard read the following excerpts from letters 
which she and Dr. Gossard received recently from friends in 
Shanghai, China, to the ladies of the Womens Society of the Con¬ 
gregational Church Tuesday afternoon. The society was entertain¬ 


ed at the Tarr home. 

The letters were dated No¬ 
vember 7, 8, and 9 and tell of 
the startling conditions in the 
Shanghai area. 

"Food; With ceilings off, 
prices have gone hog-wild. Two 
weeks ago we were paying in 
the local currency 50c for a 
loaf of bread. The loaves are 
very small, hard and of semi¬ 
black flour. But we were thank¬ 
ful to get them. Today, this 
A. M., the same bread cost (in 
local currency) $12.00, and by 
noon, those same loaves were 
selling for $15.00! Now, if one’s 
salary should fluctuate with 
the black-market value of the 
currency (which really is its 
buying power), that would be 
O. K. But salaries of all mis¬ 
sionaries are paid a month, or 
sometimes three months in ad¬ 
vance at the LEGAL rate of 
exchange, which is four Chi¬ 
nese dollars for one U. S. dol¬ 
lar. At that rate, the cost of 
one small loaf of bread today is 
$3.00 U. S. money! 'What makes 
me mad is that the Chinese 
government allows the Army 
and Navy Personnel, also all of 
the American Consular employ¬ 
ees to be paid monthly (and 
weekly in a quickly changing 
money market) at the black- 
market value. Today, this 
means all such Americans get 


25 Chinese dollars for 1 U. S. 
So their bread only costs them 
50c U. S. And that is not fair 
to the missionary; what ap¬ 
plies to the personnel salaries, 
also applies to all of our mis¬ 
sion institutions—and makes 
the continuing upkeep very 
problematical. 

The National Christian Coun¬ 
cil group yesterday' in discuss¬ 
ing present conditions felt that 
the Communists are not yet 
strong enough to control all of 
China, therefor there will be a 
coalition government—and dur¬ 
ing that period (which might 
last some years) Church work 
might go on. Where Commun¬ 
ists are completely and abso¬ 
lutely in control, much of the 
regular church work has ceased 
and Christian nurture and 
growth is undertaken thru 
underground means. 

The reason the missionaries 
from Pieping and Tientsin are 
all evacuating is this: The Chi¬ 
nese Christians urged them to, 
saying: After the Communists 
take over, no outside funds can 
come in—therefore there would 
be no way to support the mis¬ 
sionaries for the local Chinese

Open Armory 
Bids Dec. 14 
.. In Azusa 

Bids for contracts for the con¬ 
struction of an Azusa National 
Guard Armory have been invit¬ 
ed by the state division of ar¬ 
chitecture, and will be opened 
at 3:30 p. m., December 14, it 
was announced recently. 

Azusa’s armory will contain 
11,000 square feet of floor space 
and will be built of reinforced 
concrete walls and floors, with 
rigid steel trusses and a com¬ 
position roof. It will be located 
on an acre of land adjacent 
to Memorial Park, given to the 
State of California bv the City 
of Azusa for this purpose. 

Architecture division has ask¬ 
ed pre-qualified contractors to 
bid on one or more of the six 
proposed state armories, of 
which Azusa’s is one. Other 
communities scheduled for the 
buildings are Compton, Monro¬ 
via, Vista, North Sacramento, 
and San Bernardino. 

Armory will be available for 
the u.se of various community 
groups whenever it is not be¬ 
ing used by the local battery, 
according to National Guard 
officials. 

Capt. J. J. Cavanaugh is com¬ 
mander of the Azusa unit, Bat¬ 
tery B of the 980th Field Ar¬ 
tillery Battalion. Since its or¬ 
ganization less than a year ago 
under the sponsorship of the 
Azusa Chamber of Commerce, 
it has been one of the fastest 
growing units in the state. 


Councilman Henry B. Nuetzel 
was this week named chairman 
of the board for the organiza¬ 
tion of the Sierra Madre City 
Disaster Council. The appoint¬ 
ment was made by Mayor Milt¬ 
on Stelnberger. 

The City Disaster Council is 
a civilian corps organized and 
trained to cope with public dis¬ 
aster such as fire flood, earth¬ 
quake or any stress affecting 
the public at large. It is simi¬ 
lar to the Civilian Defense 
Corps maintained during the 
var. 

Nuetzel today put out the 
call for volunteer workers. 

"We need heln. we naed vol¬ 
unteer workers to make the 
plan a success,” Nuetzel said. 
"The city as a whole should 
take this to heart and help, in¬ 
asmuch as it behooves every 
one of us to heln his fellow 
man when needed.” 

Volunteers mav register by 
telephone or in person 
at the police department. 
Any resident Is eligible 
as a worker. Classifications will 
be set up to place workers in 
classes where their abilities will 
be best used and appreciated. 
Block or neighborhood leaders 
will be established after the 
staff volunteers have been se¬ 
lected. 

Free State workmen’s com¬ 
pensation insurance is guaran¬ 
teed all workers w’nile on duty. 

Workers may state their pref¬ 
erence for classification. Class¬ 
es will be set up for nurses 
aides, demolition and clearance 
units, communications, fire 
fighters, salvage and many 
others necessary to meet dis¬ 
aster. 

After recruitment of volun¬ 
teers and preliminarv oreaniza- 
tion the board for organization 
will put before the cltv council 
an ordinance to he passed by 
resolution which will establish 
the Sierra Madre Citv Disaster 
Council, then a nart of the Cali¬ 
fornia State Disaster Council. 

Nuetzel urfred ail residents 
to register. "The need for many 
volunteers is great,” he said. 

Sierra Madre is one of 3 
cities in the Countv which have 
not \et established such a 
council. 


Bids Due 

Mention has been made now 
and again for some time back 
as to the crowded condition of 
the Sierra Madre Post Office. 

All data required for the 
specifications of a new proposed 
building have been filed, ac¬ 
cording to Postmaster Eddie 
Robertson. Inspector Smoot, 
handling postoffice building, 
has gone over the local situa¬ 
tion and bids for the new build¬ 
ing will be asked soon after the 
first of the year. 

The lease on the present 
building will expire September 
30, 1949, and it is understood 
larger quarters has become a 
necessity. 

The city is growing rapidly, 
the last two years have added 
2500 more persons to be served 
from the local office. During 
the last year also two addition¬ 
al routes have been added with 
an auxiliary route. To accom¬ 
modate these new routes has 
taken the last available space 
in the present post office build¬ 
ing. This Christmas, outside 
room has been leased to house 
the holiday parcel post. ’The 
basement of the Dumas build¬ 
ing will become a temporary 
annex.

Framing 


As the Yuletide season nears, 
our thoughts turn to many 
pleasant things, including the 
Christmas Tree for the house. 
Then—along comes Fire Flames 
to remind you that there is 
great danger from the'^e trees. 
It is hoped that you have no 
ill feeling toward our column. 
At any rate, there are a lot 
of suggestions to be made that 
will help prevent damage and 
tragedy. It is not uncommon to 
read of some youngster and 
even grown-ups having been 
badlv burned from house fires 
at Christmas. Many of these 
fires start at the tree, most of 
which are verv inflammable. 
Our modern lighting methods 
are greatly improved over the 
days of wax candles. We hope 
that our people have followed 
along. Even tho’ the danger of 
the open flame of a candle may 
have been eliminated, there is 
still danger from a poor string 
of electric lights. We urge that 
you inspect the cord for defects. 
Make certain of this. A short 
may cause the tree to take fire 
and before it can be extinguish¬ 
ed there is the very great pos¬ 
sibility that nearby drapes and 
such may “take off.” Do not 
attach too many electric cords 
to one line. If there is doubt, 
ask your electrician. It really is 
dangerous to take chances on 
this matter. When buying a 
.string of lights, look for the 
approval stamp or mark of the 
Underwriters or some other of¬ 
ficial testing station such as 
the Los Angeles Fire Dept., etc.

serious disease ol avocaaos m 
California. It is caused by a 
fungus which attacks the roots 
of the avocado when excess 
moisture is present. Because of 
this association, the Agricultur¬ 
al Extension Service of the Uni¬ 
versity of California recom¬ 
mends extreme care in apply¬ 
ing irrigation water to avocado 
soils. This is especially impor¬ 
tant when avocado root rot al¬ 
ready occurs in the orchard. 

Water should be withheld 
from areas affected by decline. 
Sick trees do not remove the 
water from the soil as rapidly 
as normal trees so the soil re¬ 
mains wet longer. Applying 
water to these already wet soils 
makes the trees decline more 
rapidly and tends to enlarge 
the area affected. It has been 
observed that allowing the soil 
to dry out slows deterioration 
of trees already affected and 
slows the enlargement of af¬ 
fected areas. 

In permitting declining areas 
to dry out, it is often necessary 
to revi.se irrigation practices so 
that no water is applied to af¬ 
fected areas but still adequate 
water is given to unaffected 
trees. Costs involved in such

the tree looks more natural. 

Make a five-inch ball of 
dampened sphagnum moss— 
available at the seed store or 
florist—around the top of the 
branch. Wrap a piece of mesh 
potato sack around the moss 
and tie it to the branch at the 
bottom of the ball. Then drive 
a tack in the top of the branch 
and run cords from the top of 
the tree over the moss to the 
base of the ball in several 
places to keep it from sagging. 

Stick small evergreen clip¬ 
pings Into the ball at the top 
and shape the tree as you work. 
Make your tree any size you 
want—from any kind of ever¬ 
green you have. 

Trim the tree with artificial 
red berries, cranberries on 
toothpicks, tiny pine cones or 
gilded fruit. 

Pour water into the moss oc¬ 
casionally so It won’t dry out. 
If you make the trees in ad¬ 
vance, keep them in a cool 
place until they are used.

This will prevent cost of living 
from rising as rapidly as it has 
been rising, and should lead to 
fewer demands for wage in¬ 
creases. As a consequence of all 
of these factors, it is reason¬ 
able to expect a recession in 
prices, physical volume of pro¬ 
duction, and employment some 
time during 1949,” the econ¬ 
omist concluded.

To help you handle these 
.special nuts with ease in cook¬ 
ing, here is some lore from the 
experts. Since many of you buy 
the nuts in the shells, here is a 
particularly simple method of 
shelling them that will save 
you time and effort. Cover the 
Brazil nuts with cold water; 
bring to a boll and boil 3 min¬ 
utes; drain. Cover with cold 
water; let stand 1 minute; then 
drain and you will find crack¬ 
ing the Brazil nuts has become 
a very simple matter.

Super Brazil Nut Recipe 
For Poultry Stuffing 
There are so many superb 
Brazil nut recipes in cookery 
that the telling would take too 
long but one favorite particu¬ 
larly apropos at this time is 
Brazil Nut Poultry Dressing, a 
trimming to set off your holi¬ 
day table in fine .style. It’s deli¬ 
cious, too, with lamb, if you’re 
contemplating a stuffed roast 
of that kind. Here Is one for 
your file of very special recipes; 

Brazil Nut Stuffing 
Vi cup butter or margarine. 

2 tbsps. finely chopped onion. 

3 cups soft bread crumbs. 

% cup ground Brazil nuts. 

14 cup finely diced celery. 

2 tbsps. chopped parsley. 

1/3 teasp. pepper. 

• Vi cup water. 

Melt butter, add onion and 
cook over medium heat 3 min¬ 
utes, until onion is yellow, but 
not brown. Add bread crumbs, 

Brazil nuts, celery, parsley and 
seasonings. Cook about 5 min¬ 
utes over medium heat, stirring 
constantly. Add water. Yield: 

3 cuns stuffing. 

NOTE: The stuffing recipe 
may be doubled for a 5 pound 
chicken or duck, and tripled for 
a 10 pound turkey. 

Brazil Nut Chips 
(Just right for nibbling; 

Just Right for Compliments) 

114 cups shelled Brazil nuts. 

2 tbsps. butter or margarine. 

2 teasps. salt. 

Cover Brazil nuts with cold 
water and bring slowly to a 
boll; simmer 2 to 3 minutes. 

Drain and cut into thin length¬ 
wise slices. Spread out in shal¬ 
low pan. Dot with butter; sprin¬ 
kle with salt. Bake in moder¬ 
ate oven (350°F.) 15 to 20 min¬ 
utes, stirring occasionally. 

YIELD: approximately 2 cups. 

Brazil Nut Baked Onions 
(Something New in a Holi¬ 
day Vegetable) 

24 small onions (1% Lbs.) 

3 tbsps. butter or margarine. 

% cup sliced Brazil nuts.* 

1 tbsp. sugar. 

% teasp. salt. 

1/8 teasp. pepper. 

Peel onions, place in baking 

dish with butter, Brazil nuts, 
sugar, salt, and pepper. Cover 
and bake in moderate oven 
(350°F.) I hour or'until onions 
are tender; uncover and stir 
after the first fifteen minutes. 

YIELD: 6 servings. 

•To slice Brazil nuts: Cover 
nuts with cold water and bring 
slowly to a boil; simmer 2 or 
3 minutes. Drain. The nuts can 
then be sliced. 

Brazil Nut Apple Salad 
(Holiday Nut Happy 
Salad Notion) 

2 cups diced apn’es. 

1/3 cup mayonnaise.

*4 cup chopped Brazil nuts. 

Use red-skinned anples, do 

not pare. Dice and mix with 
mayonnaise immediately to pre¬ 
vent apples from becoming 
dark; add celery, dates and % 
cup of the Brazil nuts. Pile In 
lettuce cups or other salad 
greens; sprinkle with remain¬ 
ing Brazil nuts. YIELD; 6 serv¬ 
ings.
